XML Schemas are the successors of DTDs 

XML Schema was originally proposed by Microsoft, but are now a W3C proposal. 
We think. that very soon XML Schemas will be used in Web applications as a 
replacement for DTDs. Here are the reasons why; 

• XML Schemas are easier to learn than DTD 

• XML Schemas are extensible to future additions 

• XML Schemas are richer and more useful than DTDs 

• XML Schemas are written in XML 

• XML Schemas support data types 

• XML Schemas support namespaces 



XML Schema is a W3C Working Draft 

Note that XML Schema is still a W3C Working Draft. A Working Draft is always 
subject to changes, and the specification will not be stable before it becomes a W3C 
Recommendation. 

However - according to the W3C Working Group - substantial changes to the 
specification are not anticipated, and the XML Schema specification is expected to 
reach a Proposed Recommendation status early this summer.
